Claim 1 1 is supported in the specification at Fig. 4, and at page 16, lines 10-26. 

Claim 12 is supported in the specification at Fig. 4, and at page 16, lines 10-26. 

Claim 13 is supported in the specification since it would be an obvious modification to 
the wavelength ranges as a results effective variable. 

Claim 14 is supported in the specification since it would be an obvious modification to 
the wavelength ranges as a results effective variable. 

Claim 1 5 is supported in the specification at least, for example at Fig. 3 since it would be 
obvious to modify the wavelength ranges in light of the disclosure of the specification and 
drawings. 

Claim 16 is supported in the specification at least, for example at page 6, lines 11-13. 
Claim 17 is supported in the specification at least, for example at Fig. 3, and at page 6, 
lines 7-13. 

Claim 18 is supported in the specification at least, for example at Fig. 3. 

Claim 19 is supported in the specification at least, for example at page 6, lines 11-13. 
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Claim 20 is supported in the specification at least, for example at page 2, lines 14-21, 
since it would be obvious to modify the wavelength ranges in light of the disclosure of the 
specification. 

The claims added are believed to obviate any rejection over prior art and are believed to 
be patentable. 

Applicant concurrently files a continuation application for prior pending claims 1-8.
